No; but it IB 
because all people know that it shows tho state of a man's mind 
and that it is impossible for so ridiculous an ontsido to hove 
anything wise, or reasonable, or good within. And, indocd> to 
suppose a fop of great piety is as much nonsense as to suppose a 
coward of great courage^ so that all the world agrees in owning 
that tho use ond manner of clothes is a mark of the state of a 
man's mind, an(>, consequently, that it is a Lhiug highly essential 
to religion. Thereiore let your dress bo sober, clean, and mod- 
est, not lo set out the beauty of your person but to declare tlio 
sobriety uf your mind, tliat ^our outward garb may resemble the 
iuwurd plaiuness and sjmpUeily of your hearL For it Is highly 
reasoniibic l.'iaL you sliould be one man, all of a piece, and appear 
uetwardly such as you are inwardly." 

Plainness in dress influences powepfulIy_ both, the wearer 
and the beholder. !n the llrst place, the decision for God and 
against the world will cut oft a thousand templattons to worldli- 
ness. It saves from being drawn into ungodly companionships, 
social circles, and amusements. Besides, it opens our mouth 
against the sin of worldly conformity, which is the inveterate 
enemy of true religion. In the second place, tsinners are aroused 
from their slnpor end greully stiii'vd -u|p at the appearance of 
plainly dressed Christians. They aro given an object lesson in 
praclical reliffion and one Uiat is very efrectivc. 

Til late Mrs. Booth was very outspoken on the subject of 
worldly conformity in dress. In a letter to her mother she re- 
proves her for sending such handsome dresses to her children, 
alleging ihat first of nil, it was folly fOr her mother to thus wear 
herself out at such needless work; secondly, that it was a wosto 
of precious time, because, thirdly, tho garment was much too 
heaulifid in ltd serviceable^ and had lo bo lajd away" in a drawop, 
Conliniiins, she says: "Vou see, my dear mother, William speaks 
so plainly on the subj'ecl of dress, that it would he the most 
glarinff inconsistency if 1 were lo deck out my children as the 
worldlings do. Ancl> besides, I find it would be dangerous for 
their own sakes. The seed of vanity is (00 deeply suwn in tho 
young hearl for me to dare to cullivalo it. 

CllitlST'S PEOPLE SEPAHATE FBOtl TEIE WORLD. 

Associated with my earliesi ideas of religion was tho nocos- 
silv for ptaiiinesH uf dress. It soonicd to mo, clear fr^.m tho 
toa\:hings of the Bible, that Chrisrs pewplc should be separated 
from the world in ovon'lhjng which denoted character; and 
that Ihcy sliould not only be separate, but appear so. Otherwise, 
what bunclil would their separatiun uunfer on tho others'?
